SENIOR Iraqi civil servants 
visited Canterbury High 
School last week to learn 
how sports can help stop 
violence and bring a commu¬ 
nity together. 

The eight Iraqis, some of whom head 
sizeable government departments, vis¬ 
ited the school on Wednesday, June 9. 

The delegation spent a day at the 
school learning from the teachers, 
viewing the facilities, and some even 
tried out some of the sports with the 
children. 

Araz N Abdulla is the general direc-

tor of curricula in Iraq’s Kurdistan 
Regional Government. 

He said: “Physical education is a 
great way of bringing outsiders into a 
community. It will absolutely bring 
people away from sectarian violence 
because they will concentrate on sport 
instead. If people work hard at sport I 
am sure they will leave other things 
behind. This school is a great shock to 
us, and we hope we can do what we 
have seen here in our country.” 


Delegates, accompanied by mem¬ 
bers of the British Council who organ¬ 
ised the visit, emphasised how impor¬ 
tant they felt the community’s 
involvement in the school is. 

The Iraqia said they hoped to found 
specialist physical education schools 
like the Canterbury High in Iraq. 

Abdulwahid Kittan Allawi is the 
general director of physical education 
and sport at the Ministry of Education 
in Baghdad, and was the delegation’s 
leader. 

He said: “I want to thank the United 
Kingdom for extending this invitation. 
We have viewed a veiy interesting and

Traders win fight to 
stop plans for new 
loading restrictions

INDEPENDENT traders 
in Whitstable have forced 
the council to scrap loading 
bay restrictions aimed at 
easing the town’s perenni¬ 
al traffic problems. 

At a meeting of the Whitstable 
Area Member Panel on Monday, 
town manager Chris West reported 
the idea of changing unloading 
restrictions in the high street and 
Oxford Street had been shouted 
down by businessmen. 

In his progress report the town 
centre manager said: “Many inde¬ 
pendent traders were concerned 
this would affect their businesses 
due to the times and restrictions 
proposed not being practical. 

“I arranged a consultation meet¬ 
ing with local businesses and 
Canterbury council transportation 
and parking services which was 
very productive. 

“The outcome is that no action is 
to be taken, and this has been very 
well received.” 

The council planned to extend the 
existing loading ban which runs 
from 8.30am to 9.30am and from 
3pm to 6.30pm. Instead, the idea 
was to make the ban apply all day - 
from 8.30am to 6.30pm. 

Michael Knowles, owner of the 
Whitstable Nutrition Centre on the 
High Street, was happy to hear the 
plans had been dropped. 


He said: “We work long hours 
anyway; how can they expect this 
of us? Not only that, how do deliv¬ 
ery drivers get loads to you at spe¬ 
cific time? With a small shop, we 
don’t get a lorry just come to us like 
the big supermarkets do. 

“I am very pleased this hasn’t 
happened. However, I do think the 
loading bays in town need a little 
bit more thought to them. 

“It doesn’t make sense further 
down Whitstable High Street to 
have a loading bay outside the 
police station when you have got 
a butchers and a pub opposite 
which need heavy loads unloaded 
outside their own properties.” 

James Holness, who has worked 
in Oxford Street butchers G.H. 
Theobald for 16 years, believes 
the town’s traffic problems will only 
be solved by the street being made 
one-way. 

He said: “A lot of businesses don’t 
use the loading bays for deliveries 
anyway and, to be fair, I don’t think 
they are necessary. 

“They should allow commercial 
deliveries, but not general traffic 
to stop. People park on the bus 
stop outside our shop every day, 
without fail. 

“I don’t think loading bay restric¬ 
tions will make any difference. Until 
they make it a one-way street, allow 
loading and stopping on one side of 
the road and a free flow of traffic 
down the other side. 

During the original consultation 
on the subject, 20 traders objected 
to the proposals.

His 12-month campaign will include a 
tour of sixth forms in the Canterbuiy 
area to educate pupils about testicular 
cancer, a cricket match, a community 
barbecue and competitions including a 
hall bounce’. 

Exactly a year later on June 11, 
2011, Mr Waite will attempt the 1,000 
mile, nine-day bike ride from John

O’Groats in Scotland to Lands End 
in Cornwall. 

Mr Waite was diagnosed with testic¬ 


ular cancer in July, 2007. He is now in 
remission after an orchiectory at the 
Chaucer Hospital in Canterbury - a 
surgical procedure to remove a testicle. 

He said: “I am really excited about 
the next 12 months. It is going to be 
a fantastic opportunity to take life by 
the scruff of the neck and go for it. I 
have been given a second chance and 
I’m not going to waste it. 

“Finding out you have cancer of 
any form is a shock; I’ll never 
forget that feeling. That is why I feel 
it is my responsibility to try and help 
others never to experience what I went 
through. 

“If I can educate men on how to look 
after themselves with the help of 
Orchid then I will feel happy.”

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Fears for future of boys 
returned to Afghanistan 


NO FUTURE: Young Afghan refugees face an uncertain future if they are deported, says Tony Fuller of KRAN

THE director of a charity for 
Afghan child refugees claims send¬ 
ing them back to their war-torn 
country is “no different to shutting 
the door on Jews if there was anoth¬ 
er Holocaust ” 

Tony Fuller, director of the Kent Refugee 
Action Network (KRAN), was expressing his 
disappointment at the political climate he 
believes has led to plans to send unaccompa¬ 
nied child Afghan asylum seekers back to their 
war-tom country. 

Mr Fuller said: “I just think it is a dreadful 
thing for Britain to do. The political atmosphere 
is not favourable to refugees at all. 

“If there were another ghastly holocaust 
today, we would be shutting doors on Jews. 
These Afghans are no different - it is just a 
smaller scale. 

“If you have had your family tortured in a vile 
way, they have been shot and you’ve escaped, 
that is exactly the experience of the Jews. 

“We have these young people, nearly all of 
them have experienced trauma, some of them 
have experienced torture, some have even expe¬ 
rienced rape, their family is devastated, they 
know if they go back they could be killed” 

The mling coalition this week pledged to con¬ 
tinue a Labour plan to build a resettlement 
centre in Kabul so 12 Afghan boys a month can 
be deported back and given help with educa¬ 
tion, training to start a business and accommo¬ 
dation. Until now the children have been 
allowed to stay in Britain unless accompanied 


But the MP for Canterbury and Whitstable, 
who helped save KRAN from closure when 
their funding dried up, supports the plan. 

MP Julian Brazier said: “It is right in princi¬ 
ple that we should try to make arrangements 
for Afghans to be returned to their own coun¬ 
tries. They are going to be looked after, given 
education and an opportunity for a decent way 
of life, so I support it. 

“The real scandal of what happened under 
the last government was that we had kids 


whose cases were taking a very long time to be 
heard who were simply just loose in the system. 

“Without organisations like KRAN they 
couldn’t really access education. They had no 
support, there was no encouragement or devel¬ 
opment of English and so on. 

‘We have got to up our game from all angles. 
We have got to have a fast, efficient system and, 
at the end of it, either deportation for those who 
fail or a proper pathway to a decent life here for 
those who stay.” 


Yob jailed after 
slapping his 
disabled mum 
about the head 

VICIOUS David Rowe slapped his 
wheelchair-bound mum outside 
Canterbury East Station and told her 
he “wished she was dead”. 

The attack was witnessed by a hor- 
rifed five-year-old, who alerted his 
mum. 

The youngster was waiting with his 
mother in her car when Rowe, 39, of 
School Road, Faversham, attacked the 
76-year-old. As Rowe hit his mother, the 
youngster told his mum, who drove to 
Canterbury police station to alert offi¬ 
cers. 

Terrified 

They found Rowe standing outside a 
telephone box with his terrified mother, 
Canterbury magistrates were told. 

Ruth Dalziell, prosecuting, said a tyre 
on the chair had become detached and 
Rowe was trying to phone his brother- 
in-law to get help. 

When Rowe tried to pass the phone to 
his mother, she couldn’t reach it, so he 
slapped her around the back of the 
head. 

He shouted: “You can’t do anything for 
yourself. I wish you were dead. I give 
you three months.” 

Hannah Uglow, defending, said tem¬ 
pers had been frayed because Rowe was 
finding it difficult to push the chair 
because of the faulty tyre. She said: “He 
lost his temper and slapped her out of 
anger and frustration.” 

Sending Rowe to jail for 120 days, 
magistrate Robin Burgess said the sen¬ 
tence was handed out due to the 
“extreme vulnerability of the victim”. 


Drug addict driver 
is already banned 

DRUG addict Scott Parnell was so 
desperate for a fix he drove while 
disqualified to make a score, magis¬ 
trates were told. 

Parnell, 38, of Peartree Road, 
Heme Bay admitted driving while 
disqualified, having no insurance 
and possession of heroin, cannabis 
and amphetamine. He was jailed 
for three months. 

Ruth Dalziell, prosecuting at 
Canterbury Magistrates Court, 
said police knew his BMW had 
been used in dmg deals and that 
Parnell was banned from driving. 

The car was spotted in Station 
Road, Whitstable. The officers 
found two bags of cannabis in 
Parnell’s jacket and a bag of heroin 
in the driver’s door. 

Parnell was jailed for 120 days 
for driving while disqualified and 
60 days, to run concurrently for 
each of the dmgs offences. He was 
banned from driving for a three 
years and his licence endorsed for 
having no insurance. 

Accused of arson 

LARA Doran has appeared at the 
city's magistrates court on charges 
of attempted arson, possession of a 
knife and possession of heroin. 

Doran, 23, of Tennyson Avenue, 
Canterbury, is accused of trying to 
set fire to a homeless centre at 
Craddock House, Canterbury, on 
June 3. She withheld her plea.

A FORMER prison officer has been 
made an MBE in the Queen’s birth¬ 
day honours this year. 

Paul Marsh, recently the principal 
officer in Canterbury prison, 
received the award for his 30 years’ 
work for the prison service. 

Mr Marsh said: “I don’t know what 
makes me special to receive this 
award, but to receive such recogni¬ 
tion is tremendous. 

“I’m not sure why I should be 
selected, other than this being a 
reward for my commitment to the 
service and what I’ve actually 
achieved in partnership and work¬ 
ing for the service.” 

During the ceremony at 
Buckingham Palace, Mr Marsh will 
receive an engraved silver medal 
and a certificate signed by the 
Queen. 

Mr Marsh said he was “chuffed to 
bits” about the trip to Buckingham 
Palace. He said: “Having been there 
before I know what to expect, but 
that doesn’t make it any less special. 
I’ll be very honoured to receive this 
award.” 

Recently retired, Mr Marsh said he 
still has contact with Canterbury 
prison by teaching part-time and 
volunteering there. While in the 
prison service, he has had a passion

Sign here: how 
you can force a 
council debate 


A PETITION bearing 4,500 sig¬ 
natures means councillors have to 
debate whatever is getting citi¬ 
zens hot under the collar. 

The council must also set up an online peti¬ 
tion site, similar to that on the Number 10 
website until the change of government, 
because of legislation passed before the elec¬ 
tion. 

During a meeting of Canterbury council’s 
executive, Cllr Peter Lee said: “As far as the 
numbers are concerned, I think we already 
have a petitions process. We have a provision 
at the start of each council meeting so that 
people can bring petitions forward. 

“I think that could be improved because, 
although sometimes they do get debated on 
the night, in some cases these petitions dis¬ 
appear into a black hole and no consideration 
seems to be given to them subsequently.” 

But the Government’s recommended 
threshold was 1,500 signatures for a subject 
to be debated in full council. Canterbury 
council has trebled the minimum number of 
signatures requiring 4,500 before a debate 
will be triggered. 

And the Government recommended 750 
names for an officer to be held to account, but 
the executive quadrupled the number of sig¬ 
natures needed at 3,000. 

Liberal Democrat opposition councillor

Michael Berridge said: “I was rather sur¬ 
prised by the threshold set, but the tone was 
set by the council leader when he said that 
this was one more of those top-down meas¬ 
ures imposed on us by a centralising govern¬ 
ment. 

“This was despite one of the council officers 
pointing out the present coalition seems to be 
quite keen on the idea at a national level. 

“I don’t think this is fair and the Liberal 
Democrat group think the threshold should 
be considerably lower. I thought we should 
follow the recommended government figures, 
but the group didn’t think that went far 
enough.” 

During the meeting Cllr Lee, who is the 
portfolio holder for democratic services, said: 
“As far as the threshold is concerned, I think 
it is right that, as this is going to involve 
extensive additional work, we should set the 
threshold reasonably high. 

“Hopefully this is one of the last times we 
are going to be faced with this sort of situa¬ 
tion, where yet another thing is imposed on 
us top-down with a promise of money that 
may or may not materialise.” 

The executive decided the plan should be 
fully costed before a meeting of the full coun¬ 
cil on Thursday, July 15, where it will be 
debated and formally ratified.

A HISTORIC Heme Bay band¬ 
stand will be moved to a new site 
in a bid to thwart vandals. 

The Victorian Threepenny Bit Shelter, also 
known as the Green Shelter, was taken from 
its old site at the base of the Western Slopes 
so it could undergo an £8,000 renovation to 
restore it to its former glory. 

City council officer Colin Pengelly said: 
“The shelter is a lovely little bit of Victorian 
architecture, which Heme Bay has lost so 
much of over the years. 

“It is actually quite straightforward to 
restore, so we can put a piece of Heme Bay’s 
heritage on the map and get it back into pub¬ 
lic use.” 

The shelter will have a new home at the top 
of the Western Slopes near Spa Esplanade, so 
those who use the building can enjoy sea 
views and easy access from the road. 

The decision was made by the Heme Bay 
area member panel last Tuesday, but will 
have to be ratified by council committees. 

The bandstand, which was moved from its 
original site near the King’s Hall in 1904, was 
vandalised and neglected and became dilapi¬ 
dated. 

Mr Pengelly said: “The building was in a 
poor state. The reason it got like that is it was 
rebuilt at the end of the 1960s when a new 


roof and pebbledash was put on. That partic¬ 
ular point is when it really lost its charm.” 

Original cast-iron fittings were missing, 
seating had fallen apart, it was given 
unsightly partition walls, the roof was 
replaced and the top finial had fallen off. 

Beach huts had been built in front of the 
shelter, blocking views of the sea, and gangs 
of drinkers sometimes congregated. Dick 
Ebume, chairman of the Friends of Memorial 
Park, who lives near the shelter, said: “It was 


moved to the Western Esplanade in 1904, so 
has been there a very long time. 

“Councillors have agreed to ensure it is see- 
through so police can look see whether any¬ 
body is up to no good, because we have had 
problems.“It will be restored, and it will be 
painted green again. It is a feature of Heme 
Bay and it has been for a very long time. We 
would like it back in a position where people 
could use it better. Now people will be able to 
sit in it and see out to sea.”

How did you get into the cider business? 

A After spending many years working inside 
I decided I wanted to do something else 
and find a new challenge. I also wanted a job 
that would enable me to use the huge quanti¬ 
ty of apples on my doorstep. 

I decided to become a cider-maker. I had 
some experience of making cider in small 
amounts, but no idea how I could turn this 
limited Imowledge into a business. 

Through a fortuitous chain of events I met a 
cider-maker who was looking to give up his 
orchard and cider making equipment. After 
some negotiation we struck a deal, part of 
which was the benefit of his many years of 
cider-making experience. 


Q 


Tell us a little bit about the Kent Cider Company. 


A The Kent Cider Co. produces its award¬ 
winning, artisan cider in the time-hon¬ 
oured way of hand-pressing. We do this using 
an oak press and rack method rather than an 
electric belt press or electric hydraulic press. 


Q 


What's the process for handmade cider? 


A First the apples are milled using a scrip¬ 
ture (this process pulps the apples). Then a 
wooden rack is placed in the press on to which 
a cheese cloth is placed, followed by the wood¬ 
en frame that acts as a former for the pulped 


apple. The milled apples are poured into the 
former and tamped down to make a firm 
cheese. When full the former is removed and 
the cloth folded in. 

This process is repeated until a stack of 
cheeses is built. An oak block is placed on the 
top cheese. Now we can begin to press; this 
process is best done slowly, gently applying 
pressure bit by bit. Once all the juice has been 
extracted we can break down all the cheeses 
and start all over again. 

QHow important are the apples you use? 

A Our aim is to make a range of ciders that 
celebrates these differences, from the rich, 
full flavor of the Egremont Russet to the clas¬ 
sic, sharp but sweet Bramley. 

There are many apples in our orchard that 
are no longer commercially viable, so are 
rarely available. Some of our trees are almost 
100 years old and still producing fruit. 

Every year brings a different crop, with vari¬ 
able rainfall and sunshine levels affecting the 
fruit. Nevertheless, Kent has the perfect cli¬ 
mate for growing strong, fruitful apple trees. 

A selection of our cider is matured for a min¬ 
imum of 12 months in oak casks. We use both 
Scottish whiskey barrels and rum barrels. 

The maturation process intensifies the 
cider’s golden colour. Our aim is to produce a 
range of ciders with a broad appeal and create 
flavours that offer an alternative to wine. 


Q 


What type of people drink your cider? 


A My ciders seem to have quite a broad 
appeal. We have outlets in gastro pubs, del¬ 
icatessens, farmer’s markets, health food 
shops, restaurants and bars. Over the last cou¬ 
ple of years there seems to have been a surge 
of interest in regional food and drinks. 


Q 


What's the best way to serve a glass of cider? 


A Generally our ciders are served chilled. 

However our spiced cider - which we serve 
mulled at Christmas - is excellent over ice. 


Q 


What's the best bit about your job? 


A After many years of working indoors I 
count myself lucky being able to work out¬ 
side. I love to watch the changing seasons and 
the diverse wildlife that lives in our orchard. 

QAnd finally. 

A I hope to add to our awards and continue to 
make delicious hand-pressed cider. This 
year we have produced our first pear cider and 
a range of cider matured in rum casks. 

I am trying to develop an online shop 
through our website so members of the public 
can buy direct from us.

STUDENTS at Kent and 
Canterbury Christ Church uni¬ 
versities have been warned not to 
respond to emails asking for 
financial details. 

Official-looking requests purporting to be 
from the Student Loan Company threaten to 
stop payment support unless students reply 
with account information. 

But the SLC has warned undergraduates 
not to respond and says it would never use 
email to contact people. 

Iva Vasseva, a third year tourism student, 
said: “As soon as I got the email I knew there 
was something wrong.” 

The 20-year-old was aware tuition fees are 
transferred directly to the university and as 
an international student does not receive any 
maintenance loan, so there was no point giv¬ 
ing her bank details away. 

“I just deleted the email,” she said. 

Joseph Daly, a Christ Church student, said: 
“I understand the SLC cannot control this 
problem and luckily I didn’t end up putting 
my details on.” 

The email states: “This is a formal notifica¬ 
tion of an important account update. Due to a 
recent update in our database we require all 


students to update their account information 
to ensure you receive your scheduled pay¬ 
ment and avoid a missed payment. To update 
your account information, click on the link 
below created especially for this purpose. 

Please fill the requested information exact¬ 
ly as you filled it when you were signing up 
for student finance or your payment will be 
suspended because of failed account verifica¬ 
tion.” 

An SLC official said: “We advise students if 
they receive an email they believe may be a 
‘phishing 5 email from the Student Loans 
Company or Student Finance England they 
should email: security@slc.co.uk.” 

And she warned: “Anyone who has already 
given details should change their account 
password as soon as possible.” 


So far there have been 55 fake sites and all 
were reported by the SLC to the hosting com¬ 
pany, the domain registrar and the Computer 
Emergency Response Team (CERT) for the 
Government. 

But the SLC spokeswoman said it takes up 
to 24 hours for those sites to be taken off-line 
and no one yet knows how many more are to 
be discovered. 

Kent University and Canterbury Christ 
Church University have confirmed that so far 
there have been no reports of people being 
caught out. 

Nationwide, there have been 379 reported 
cases for the academic year 2009/10 but as 
the time for receiving a confirmation letter 
for the next year is approaching students ave 
been warned to be on their guard.

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Pubs'cheers to long 
World Cup campaign

PUBLICANS will be cheering 
England on louder than most as 
they keep their fingers crossed for 
a lengthy World Cup campaign. 

Football’s most-watched competition repre¬ 
sents a money-spinning month for landlords 
due to drinkers piling in to watch the tourna¬ 
ment on big screens, with matches featuring 
the Three Lions especially lucrative. 

And the further Fabio Capello’s men go, the 
better it is for pubs’ finances. 

Emma Pearson, landlady of the Waggon at 
Hale pub in Chatham, said business went 
through the roof at the last World Cup in 2006. 

“There was a huge increase in profitability 
and turnover,” she added. “Football and pubs 
go hand in hand and every single pub that 
shows sport wants England to go as far in the 
competition as possible. 

“We’ve got our fingers crossed and I’m hop¬ 
ing for at least a 70 per cent increase in 
turnover for the next month. 

“However, realistically I think we’ll be look¬ 
ing at double the trade, with the economy the 
way it is.” 


The Waggon at Hale is one of many pubs 
throughout Kent that rely heavily on football 
to draw customers through the door. 

It was therefore arguably more dis¬ 
appointing for landlords than it was 
England supporters when the 
Three Lions failed to qualify for 
the Euro 2008 tournament in 
Austria and Switzerland. 

Mrs Pearson said it had a 
“dramatic effect” on her pub’s 
takings, with sulking fans opt¬ 
ing to stay at home rather than 
watch the competition go on with¬ 
out them. 

Phil Thorley - operations direc¬ 
tor of the east Kent-based Thorley 
Taverns pub chain - admitted it 
was a big blow to the industry. 

He said: “It was a real shame 
because people wanted to get involved. 

It was like we weren’t invited to the 
party. 

“Watching the World Cup is very 
enjoyable, but there isn’t the same 
when England aren’t playing. 

“It’s definitely a boost that they’re 
involved this time round, but it’s a 
shame the USA game was on a 
Saturday night, when we’re 
already busy. 


“It would have been better if it was a 
Tuesday or Wednesday, but we’ll take whatev¬ 
er comes our way.” 

Mr Thorley said his firm had invested in a 
raft of new plasma screen TVs in prepa¬ 
ration for the tournament, and that 
every Thorley Taverns pub also has a 
replica World Cup behind the bar 
that will be raffled off for charity. 

He added that the company had 
been preparing for weeks for the big 
kick-off, which took place on Friday 
when hosts South Africa faced off 
against Mexico. 

Mr Thorley said: “Apart from actual¬ 
ly being at the games in person, nothing 
can compare to the excitement and pas¬ 
sion of watching England play World 
Cup matches in the pub. 

“We’re all dressed up and ready to go.” 
Meanwhile, electrical retailers also bene¬ 
fited in the run-up to the competition. 

Darren Caddell - manager of Sheppey 
firm Brittain and Hobbs - said: “It’s been 
mental in here and we’ve been selling more 
than double the amount of TVs we nor¬ 
mally would. 

“A lot of companies are advertising 
HD and 3D televisions lately, and 
that’s what people want to watch 
their football on these days.”

I’VE been writing about the ferry 
industry out of Dover for two 
decades, but the launch last week of 
the first of the two giant P&O fer¬ 
ries was something special for me. 

Dover's feny industiy is always interesting 
and carries a little bit of glamour: They may be 
‘only ferries’ to some people, but to someone like 
me they are ships. 

During my time in Kent I’ve crossed the 
Channel more times than I can calculate. 
Nothing beats that excitement as you drive off 
on the wrong side of the road with the whole of 
Europe before you. 

And on the way back, there’s something emo¬ 
tive about the White Cliffs and your return to 
England, even it’s only from a day out. 

The port dominates Dover life. Many earn 
their living from it and it draws the town into 
dozens of national and international connec¬ 
tions, from illegal immigration to road transport. 

During my 20-odd years in this county I’ve 
written about the planning, construction and 
completion of the Channel Tunnel; we’ve seen 
a succession of smaller ferry operators arrive 
at, and depart from, Dover (as well as the 
growth of some); and of course the almost 
weekly industrial-relations stories. 

I’ve seen a handful of ferries launched’, includ¬ 
ing the dome-topped Stena Fantasia in 1990. 

Now, real ferry buffs know the Fantasia was 
actually ten years old already and had been 
chopped about by the time she arrived. 

And they’ll also know that when the Stena 
name was lost eight years later, she became 
the POSL Canterbury, then the PO 
Canterbmy before she was laid up in 2003 and 
then sold on to a new life. Most passengers 
don’t care, they just want their food and duty¬ 
frees. 

But those same ferry fans also know that the 
old Fantasia could still be found working (she 


operates out of Poland under the name Wawel). 

Ferries are frequently sold, refitted and 
moved around the world to new lives. 

And that is why the complete build of a 
brand-new ferry is a big deal. A very big deal. 

We are in a recession and the commitment of 
360 billion euros (around £300 million) by 
P&O’s Arab owners to two new ferries makes it 
even more special. 

I met a lot of feny buffs last week in Finland, 
at the Rauma shipyard where both the ships 
are being built. 

These were the people for whom this new 
behemoth’s launch was an event they had 
anticipated for months. 

Alongside the excited P&O chief executive, 
chairman and senior staff and the Finnish 
shipbuilder STX’s proud bosses and workers - 
who are ahead of schedule on their build - the 
ferry enthusiasts made the day special for me. 

On Tuesday, June 8, 2010, the new Spirit of 
Britain was floated in her dry dock for the first 
time, and I understood their passion. 

Forget the fact that she is a huge ship with 
the best 21st-century technology making her 
her more manoeuverable and economical than 
the ferry that she will replace. 

Forget the fact that the unfinished interior 
reminded me more of the complexity of a 
Canary Wharf skyscraper than a beast whose 
purpose is to transport thousands of people 
and tons of cargo between Britain and the 
Continent quickly, efficiently and in comfort. 

And let’s not dwell on the fact that some¬ 
thing this big would have been unimaginable 
when I first began writing about Dover in 
1989. None of that matters. 

The launch of a new ship is an emotional 
event. It took seven hours to flood the dry dock 
and then the ship was ready to be moved. 

I watched for more than an hour as this sky¬ 
scraper of a feny which dwarfed men and the 
tugs, was manoeuvred a few hundred yards 
from the dock. 

She was no longer a million pieces of welded 
metal. Instead, she had come alive and I 
understood the passion of the ferry buff and I 
knew she had a soul.

• The Spirit of Britain (NB1367), built for P&O Ferries by STX 
Europe’s Rauma shipyard, launched June 8, 2010. 

• Sea trials for the 49,000-tonne ferry expected from mid- 
October. She should go into service in January, 2011. 

• She is 213 metres long with a capacity for 180 trucks and 
195 cars. The vessel has capacity for 1,750 passengers. 

A traditional coin-laying ceremony also took place the same 
day to mark the start of the assembly work on the ship’s 
sister vessel, The Spirit of France, in the same Rauma dry 
dock.

I’VE lived in Ashford for 20 years and 
have become used to the frequent 
attempts to talk up the town, to make 
residents feel the constant building site 
in which we have lived is going to be 
worth it in the end. 

I remember in the early 90s, it was the time of 
blight on houses along for the high-speed rail route 
which would eventually link London to the Channel 
Tunnel and the rest of Europe. 

I was working at the Kentish Express at the time 
and while tidying up in the office I found a large 
laminated poster with a cartoon of as man jumping 
into a London taxi. I can’t remember the exact 
wording, but it was aimed at London businesses 
encouraging them to look at Ashford as a place to 
relocate. It was from the early 1980s. 

I thought then nothing had over the years I am 
reminded of that poster. Our leaders promise jam 
tomorrow assuring us that growth will bring 
commercial benefits to all of us and the cash brought 
into the borough would benefit us all. Or so we were told. 

I like Ashford and frequently find myself defending 
it against the moans of long-term residents and more 
often bom-and-bred Ashfordians. It’s a nice place to live, 
the schools are not bad, our social problems are at the 
lower end of the national scale and, while no one will 
ever call the town a cultural centre, it’s pretty pleasant. 


But I‘ve never been convinced massive expansion 
was actually going to be good for us. 

But two things have changed my thoughts on the 
town and here’s why we really are a little bit luckier 
than we might think. 

Firstly, the recession has ended the Government- 
backed sprawl of new homes being built anywhere 
there’s a spare bit of land. There just isn’t the money, 
builders are in trouble and government won’t have 
the cash for at least five years - probably 10 - to 
consider large building projects. 

And the high-speed rail link to London is a 
revelation. Yes, I’ve come to it late, but I tell you that 
we are lucky folk. Last week I had to go to Heathrow. 
A rare occurrence and the prospect of driving around 
the M25 at peak rush hour held no appeal. 

Equally the thought of jamming myself into a 
packed commuter train was equally unpleasant. 

And then I was pointed toward HS1 - the Hitachi 
bullet train. 

I parted with £27 for a single ticket, sat in comfort on 
what was quite a crowded 7.13am service to St 
Pancras. I arrived 37 minutes later, as promised. Five 
tube stops to Paddington (£4) and then the Heathrow 
Express (£18) and an hour and a half after leaving 
Ashford I was stood at Terminal 3. Absolutely brilliant. 

The 21st century is here. We forget sometimes and 
obviously it ‘ain’t cheap. But such a journey would 
have been unimaginable even a few years ago and I 
felt it was worthy of record.

Decent housing is a 
basic human need 

The Government has indicated it is 
abolishing regional housing targets, 
which has the effect of protecting 
greenfield sites in Kent. 

But this leaves an unanswered 
question: when can those seeking 
social housing in Kent expect to 
obtain housing? 

It is good news that the arbitrary 
regional housing target for the 
South East is to be abolished. 

But where does this leave the 
estimated 36,600 households in 
Kent wanting social housing? 
Excessive cuts in local government 
spending and in housing are 
planned. The coalition said it would 
protect frontline services. Isn’t 
housing a major social need? 

There are 22,000 empty homes in 
Kent and Medway, out of a million 
homes empty in the UK. 

With persistently empty retail 
and other commercial premises, 
and long-vacant industrial estate 
sites, it is possible to meet Kent 
and Medway’s housing needs 
without building on greenfield sites. 

The new Government refuses to 
ring-fence spending on housing, just 
like the previous government. The 
Green Party believes decent, 
affordable housing is an 
entitlement and a basic human 
need. Providing energy efficient, dry 
and sound homes would employ 
people in every part of Kent and 


Medway. But not one council in 
Kent has made significant progress 
with its empty homes and sites 
since 1997.

The country needs 
World Cup boost 

Not a lot takes me by surprise in 
football after all the years I have 
been associated with the sport, but 
Lord Triesman’s resignation as 
chairman of the Football 
Association certainly did. 

There’s been lots said and written 
about comments he was reported to 
have said, and while I wouldn’t 
want to get involved in details of 
that, what I would say is it was 
hugely regrettable and very sad as 
far as the individual was concerned. 

The FA board sat down after we 
learned of Triesman’s resignation 
and it was decided Roger Burden - 
of the National Game Board at the 
FA - would take over as sole acting 
chairman, while alongside my 
chairmanship of the Football 
Regulatory Authority I would take 
an acting position as chairman of 
the FA Council. 

As a board we will begin the 
selection process for finding a new 
chairman, but independency is to 
be looked at again. We may look 
into seeing if we can find someone 
who has a football background in 
our next appointment, but that 
might take time. Lord Triesman 
resigned not only from the FA but 


also in his role as chairman of 
England’s bid to host the 2018 Fifa 
World Cup. 

There’s no point making out what 
happened was something we would 
have wished for, things were going 
well with 2018 and suddenly we 
lose the chairman of our bid. 

But I have been impressed with 
the way we have managed to speak 
to the vast majority of executive 
members at Fifa who will vote and 
I believe our bid, which is a very 
good one, is still very much on track 
and there’s no reason to believe it 
has been seriously affected. 

While England’s performance in 
South Africa will, I’m sure, give a 
little boost to our 2018 bid, it’s not 
based on performance, it is based 
on infrastructure and stadia and 
stability in a country. 

One hopes those that judge us on 
what is an excellent bid, will make 
their decisions solely on that basis. 

The expectancy for the 2010 
World Cup is enormous. Perhaps 
the country needs England to do 
well for all sorts of reasons - we 
could all do with some good news. 

There’s no doubt the country will 
benefit from the legacy of a World 
Cup. I would anticipate that if we 
have a successful tournament, in all 
aspects of participation, we would 
see an uplift in Kent. The way we 
can maximise this opportunity is to 
ensure there are enough coaches to 
coach, enough clubs to join - and in 
this county we have a good range of 
charter standard clubs to do just 
that. The opportunity is there. One 
thing that concerns me is the 


future of some of our senior clubs 
who have seen their gates dwindle. 
There’s clearly a lot of hard work 
to be done and it won’t be easy, but 
the World Cup could help. 

I would encourage the senior 
clubs in Kent to be proactive and 
try and sit on the back of success 
with the publicity of the World Cup. 

If communities want their clubs 
to remain representing them, they 
have to back them. If they don’t, 
they’ll lose them.

The medical value of 
psychedelic drugs 

Rcently I flew to California for a 
medical conference, hosted by the 
Multidisciplinary Association for 
Psychedelic Studies (Maps). 

The event saw 1,200 participants 
from 18 countries gather for more 
than 90 presentations. 

The conference revealed a wealth 
of scientific studies showing 
psychedelic drugs to be beneficial in 
psychotherapeutic settings. 

These drugs were utilised within 
psychotherapy before they escaped 
from the laboratory to the cultural 
revolution of the 1960s. 

The more we see psychedelics 
through a scientific lens, the more 
one must start to accept these 
substances are not quite what we 
have been led to believe. If one 
stops thinking of psychedelic drugs 
as simply ‘illicit’, and instead thinks 
of them as ‘medicinal’, one must 
naturally begin to look at the 
results of medical trials and 
scientific examinations. 

These trials do not really support 
the prevalent image of psychedelics 
as valueless generators of delusion, 
or as simple madness-makers. 

As for the physiological dangers, 
the classical psychedelics do not 
appear to cause any damage to the 
body. They are not toxic and one 
cannot overdose on them. They are 
not addictive. Their use is not 
accompanied by either cravings or 
withdrawal symptoms. 

Indeed, one of their most useful 
tendencies in psychotherapy is to 
diminish the addictive hold of 
drugs such as heroin and alcohol. 

Researchers have found 
psychedelics such to be invaluable 
to psychotherapeutic processes, 
including the treatment of 
depression, OCD and anxiety. 

LSD is being used in Switzerland 
to alleviate anxiety in patients with 
terminal illness. As with all things, 

I believe the best policy should be 
based on assistance, education and 
honesty 

Schools should certainly not be 
encouraging use of psychedelic 
drugs, but neither should they be 
propagating partial truths. There 
will be people who are going to 
choose to use these drugs outside of 
medical settings, and the best way 
to minimise negative repercussions 
is to be honest and open about their 
effects. 

A trip can be an extraordinarily 
powerful, life-changing experience 
and psychedelics are not toys to be 
played with. But it is important 
that we try to take a step back from 
presupposition, misinformation and 
stigma and begin to look at these 
drugs in a new context.

REPORTS, photographs and 
memorabilia from one of Kent’s 
oldest cricket clubs have gone on 
display for the first time. 

This year Frindsbury Cricket Club, near 
Strood, celebrates its 125th anniversary, and to 
mark the occasion the Medway Archives and 
Local Studies Centre is hosting a celebratory 
exhibition. 

Visitors are welcome to find out all about the 
team - which played its first match on May 9, 
1886. The exhibition, which runs until August 
3, was the brainchild of Frindsbury resident 
Tessa Towner, who is also chairwoman of the 
Friends of Medway Archives. 

She said she was inspired to find out more 
about the club when she discovered how many 
members of her own family had been involved 
throughout its history. 

“I own a team photograph that was taken in 
about 1908, and it’s been in my family for as 
long as I can remember,” said Mrs Towner. 

“My grandfather is in the picture and I later 
found out that four other sons of my great 
grandfather also played for Frindsbury. 

“My youngest grandson has just started 
playing for their under-11s side too. 

“I was bom and bred in the village and I 
wanted to find out more about the club because 


of my love for Frindsbury. 

“I discovered a lot of local connections and 
names that still pop up in the area today.” 

Due to a lack of other nearby teams at the 
time of Frindsbury’s formation the first match 
in its history was contested between the club’s 
single men and its married men. The single 
men won by 52 runs after the married men 
found themselves all out for just 15. 

As well as historic scorecards and 
photographs, the exhibition also features 
information on some of Frindsbury’s most 
successful players. 

These include Jim Stebbins, who in 1902 
claimed a then-world record eight wickets from 
eight balls, and future Kent representatives 


Charlie Wright (1920s) and John Dye (1960s). 

Mrs Towner revealed how the club was 
formed by several men, including the local 
vicar, the Rev William Hanson Jackson, and 
churchwarden Joseph Skilton - seven of whose 
sons also went onto play for the team. 

She added: “It’s strange because although the 
club has been around for 125 years you don’t 
really hear a lot about it in the village any 
more. The team’s had its ups and downs, but it’s 
still going strong today.” 

The exhibition is at the Clock Tower building, 
behind the site of the former Strood Civic 
Centre, and is open every day except 
Wednesdays and Sundays. Admission is free.

Once used as a 
burial site for those who died on the 19th cen¬ 
tury prison hulks moored off Swale, Dead 
Man’s Island will prove an atmospheric desti¬ 
nation for passengers and their rower. 


Explore ideas of perception and vision with 
Anna Lucas’s 16mm film, Things That Had 
Stories Rubbed Out. Using a collection of pho¬ 
tos as a starting point, Lucas filmed artists 
and friends as they shared the experience of 
looking and the result is raw footage that gives 
glimpses of connections. The film will be 
shown in the garden of 28, Clifton Road from 
10am to 6pm, Thursday to Sunday. 

Nationally-important footage from the BFI 
and National Maritime Museum blends with 
local amateur footage in The Voyage of 
Nonsuch, a new film investigating the hidden 
world of English maritime film archives. The 
film by Karen Mirza and Ruth Beale can be 
seen at the Whitstable Museum and Gallery 
from 10am to 4pm, Monday to Saturday and 
from l-4pm on Sunday. 

Katie Paterson has created a series of 13 
works to take place throughout the festival, 
which she describes as ‘a disparate orchestra’. 
From a black firework that cannot be seen to 
the sound of a dying star, Every Night About 
This Time promises to be a fascinating collec¬ 
tion of works. 

Themes of disappointment and failure 
appear in two films by Alex Pearl, inspired by 
a misunderstanding between Whitby, which is 
where Dracula landed in the famous novel, 
and Whitstable, home of Hammer horror star 
Peter Cushing. 

In Ghosts, an obsession with Hammer hor¬ 
ror films appears to conjure up three appari¬ 


tions, while Call sees a male bingo caller cry¬ 
ing out to the female bingo players of 
Whitstable. 

The films can be seen at the Horsebridge 
Arts and Community Centre and the Royal 
British Legion. 

Whitstable Library will be the venue for 
Table Read, a film that tells stories inspired by 
dreams. British artist Olivia Plender spent 
two months exchanging dreams with Unnar 
Om of Iceland, with the resulting stories being 
played out for the camera. 

The film can be seen at the library from 9am 
to 6pm, Monday to Friday, 9am to 5pm on 
Saturday and 10am to 4pm on Sunday. 

Greek-born artist Mikhail Karikis brings 
the second act of Xenon, his six-part ‘exploded 
opera’, to the Biennale and explores the idea of 
strangers and how we relate to them. 

The performance features a group of unlike¬ 
ly strangers meeting each other for the first 
time and the audience will also feel the effects 
of coming into contact with strangers. 

Xenon will be performed at the Umbrella 
Hall at 4.30pm and 7pm on Sunday, June 17 
and at Main Beach at 4pm on Sunday, July 4. 

Exciting young artists Sonia Uddin and 
Leah Elsey, who are pictured above, will be 
launching a new two-year project at the 
Whitstable Biennale, at a venue which had yet 
to be confirmed at the time of writing.

“WHERE are you going?”

Market to settle down 
for 2010, says lender 

THE Nationwide, the UK’s largest build¬ 
ing society and a major player in the 
property sector, has issued a report sug¬ 
gesting the UK property sector should 
remain fairly stable over the next six to 
12 months. 

The lender believes that upward pres¬ 
sure on property prices will decrease in 
the short to medium term as more prop¬ 
erties come on to the market. 

Experts say it is interesting to see that 
the Nationwide is not predicting an 
increase in UK base rates over the 
remainder of 2010, which would seem to 
indicate that inflation should fall back in 
the coming months. 

If interest rates do remain at about 0.5 
per cent for the foreseeable future this 
should at some point increase liquidity 
in the mortgage market and hopefully 
create a more fluid pool of funds for prop¬ 
erty buyers. 



Owners rush to sell up 
ahead of the budget 

MARKET analysts are waiting on the 
UK emergency budget due later this 
month amid indications that some prop¬ 
erty owners are already putting real 
estate up for sale in anticipation of a rise 
in capital gains tax and other measures. 

Owners of prime property are bringing 
assets to the market now, before policies 
are introduced to reduce the UK govern¬ 
ment’s deficit, according to leading buy¬ 
ing agents Prime Purchase. 

In expectation of the effects of 50 per 
cent tax rates, a bonus levy and a contin¬ 
uing threat to the status of non-doms, 
property owners who can move are tak¬ 
ing the opportunity to explore the mar¬ 
ket. 

At the same time, owners of properties 
worth over £1 million that will be affect¬ 
ed by a new five per cent stamp duty tax 
are now bringing properties to the mar¬ 
ket, say Prime Purchase. 



Mortgages 'could dry 
up' as support runs out 



GLOOMY FORECAST: Buyers could hit a dead end in their search for competitive mortgages in 2010, say analysts

PROPERTY market analysts have 
acted early to warn of what they 
say could be a possible blow to the 
recovering market. 

They say homebuyers could be battered by a 
credit clampdown next year if a £300 billion 
black hole in mortgage funding is not plugged. 

Experts have warned that borrowers face 
higher interest rates, bigger fees, tougher cred¬ 
it scoring and a greater risk of being rejected. 
Loans to those with small deposits could be 
withdrawn or carry such high interest rates 
that they would become unaffordable. 

All this, they say, could bring the recovery in 
the housing market to a shuddering halt and 
send prices crashing in parts of the country. 

Some economists predict a staggering 20 per 
cent plunge in prices, wiping £34,000 off the 
average £167,802 home. 

House prices have risen by 10 per cent over 
the past year — putting £16,000 on the aver¬ 
age UK house price. 

But the analysts say this mini boom has 
been underpinned by government support. 

Lenders have been able to offer cheaper 
deals to borrowers with small deposits 
because the Bank of England and the 
Treasury have been propping up the funding 
of mortgages to the tune of £300 billion with 
guarantee schemes. 

This support is set to be removed from 2011, 
leaving banks and building societies to scram¬ 
ble for cash to fund loan deals. 

And, so far, the new coalition government 
has not announced any plans to extend the 
scheme. 

The warning comes amidst the latest round 
of prediction figures as to where the market is 
heading - most of which make good to fair 
reading for those owning property assets. 

Economic forecaster, the Centre for 


Economics and Business Research suggests 
that house prices will rise a further five per 
cent in 2010, after having recorded a seven per 
cent annual rise to the first quarter of this 
year. But it has also suggested growth will fall 
back in 2011. 

It says, however, that prices will not regain 
their pre-credit crunch peak until 2013, 
despite reports that in some parts of the South 


East they already have reached this target. 

Estate agents say that along with the thin 
volume, the market has been characterised by 
buyers with cash piles large enough to put 
down big deposits, or even buy in cash. 

These buyers have been involved in attempt¬ 
ing to purchase a current shortage of decent 
properties, which agents say is driving up 
prices of good homes. 


Garage conversions add living space and value 


A GROWING number of householders are 
converting their garages into living space and 
evicting their cars on to the driveway, accord¬ 
ing to new research. 

The study by Santander found one in 10 
garage owners have converted or plan to con¬ 
vert their garage. 

Only a third of garage owners now use their 
garage to store their car. 

More than one in 10 don’t use their garage 
for anything, while a quarter use their garage 
as storage space for junk. 

Converting a garage costs an average of 
£6,300. However, the extra living space creat¬ 


ed by a converted garage adds an average of 
£7,250 to the value of a home. 

Phil Cliff, Santander spokesman, said: “For 
many people garages have lost their original 
purpose. 

“Cars are far more reliable and robust these 
days and most homeowners are happy to keep 
them outside on the driveway. 

“But for a relatively modest investment 
garages can be transformed into a space that 
far better matches our current needs. 

“For many homeowners maximising their 
current space is a far more affordable and con¬ 
venient option than moving home.”

Tredwell looks to pile 

on the runs for Kent

JAMES Tredwell is looking to 
build on his first hundred of the 
season in the championship game 
against Nottinghamshire last 
week, as he bids to force his way 
back into the England squad. 

The 28-year-old wasn’t included in the 
squad for this summer’s round of interna¬ 
tional one-day games against Australia and 
Bangladesh, losing his place to Sussex skip¬ 
per Michael Yardy. 

It’s been a frustrating time for Tredwell 
who, despite making his Test and one-day 
international debuts in the winter tour to 
Bangladesh, was subsequently left carrying 
the drinks during the ICC World Twenty20, 
with England opting for Yardy. 

The Sussex man is regarded as a genuine 
all-rounder and Tredwell admits that to 
force his way into the England side, form 
with the bat will be pivotal. 

“I think my bowling is always going to be 
top of the pile, so anything you can add to 
your game is going to help,” he said. “To be 
consistent with the bat is probably more 
important than getting hundreds and I

Tredwell scored 115 in Kent’s draw against 
Notts at Tunbridge Wells last week, his first 
century of the summer, and will be looking to
